Eleazor Storrs Barrows, a teacher, 
preacher and editor of rugged earnest­ 
ness and great force was Dr. Barrows, 
ather. 
The father’s death in 1847 
necessitated a trip to the undeveloped 
wilde of the distant state of Wiscon­ 
sin in the following year. 
The estate 
included title to two sections of land 
in w hat is today Rock county. 
The 
possession had occasioned great an­ 
noyance product g nothing and con­ 
suming much in taxes. Here he found 
one section possible of disposal. T hat 
and is today in the heart of Beloit. 
The other was not m arketable a t th at 
time. 
It covered a part of w hat is 
now the First ward of the city of 
Janesville. 
Bought originally for a 
dollar and a quarter an acre, event­ 
ually it sold for two hundred dollars 
an acre. 
“ The trip west” said the speaker, 
“ determined the young physician to 
make the village of Janesville his 
homo, at th at time having a popula­ 
tion of eighteen hundred 
or two 
thousand. 
He opened an office and 
commenced practice which he contin­ 
ued uninterrupted until the day of his 
death, saving the interim of his p art­ 
nership with Mr. J. B. Ogilvie in the 
drug business. 
“ His place in the community was a 
prom inent one. 
An old settler recalls 
the fact th at he was a member of the 
first volunteer fire company in 1851. 
He was medical examiner for the 
Northwestern Mutual Life Insurance 
Company during the first year of its 
existence, th at company having had 
its beginning here, and was local ex­ 
aminer untii his death. 
'He held the same position in rela­ 
tion to other companies. 
At varions 
times during his long career here he 
was the secretary of the school board 
of Janesville, chairman of the visiting 
board for Mendota asylum, trustee for 
the school for the blind. 
During the 
late w ar he was medical examiner in 
connection with Dr. Head of Edgerton 
in 
the 
provost 
m arshal’s office. 
Almost 
from 
its 
inception 
he 
was secretary of the Oak Hill Ceme­ 
tery Association. 
One feature of the 
man emerges in connection w ith the 
policy which he advocated in the ex­ 
penditures of money by th a t associa­ 
tion. 
It illustrates 
bis provident 
thought. 
He advocated the establish­ 
ment of a fund to be constantly in­ 
creased and held in reserve, so th at 
when the sale of lots should cease 
from their exhanstion, this fund might 
be used Etill to beautify when the ordi­ 
nary resources should be cut off. ” 
Dr. Barrows’ liberality,his courtesy, 
his power as a thinker and his kind­ 
liness were touched upon tenderly. In 
closing the speaker said: 
“ Length of life is not determined 
by the number of its years, but by 
fulness thsreof.This was a long and a 
full one too. 
Some men fill out their 
places in a community, and then con 
tract while the pressure of the world 
gradually fills In, and they are not 
missed. 
Their dying is only nominal; 
so far as a world is concerned they 
have been dead for years. 
“ But this man's life had not beached 
its culmination. 
He was still expand­ 
ing, and bid fair to expand for many 
years to come. 
Hence his place is a 
vacant one, and the shock came like a 
thunderbolt from a clear 6ky.”

The back is slightly gored. 
These gores measure 2% yards, so th at the 
skirt measures 158 inches around the bot­ 
tom. 
The top of each back breadth is 20 
leches. 
The m aterial, if of thick wool, 
should have been sponged and shrunken 
before cutting. 
Sewing seams up and 
carefully pressing apart are done in this 
skirt only after the back portions have 
been lined w ith horsehair cloth and faced 
tsp with m ohair and velutina facing, the 
bitter 4 inches wide and the former 16 
The front parts should be also interfaced 
around tho bottom with horsehair cloth to 
lie depth of ten inches. The seams should 
be taken in very accurately and pressed 
an ti I it looks as if the skirt had grown to­ 
gether. The placket may be on the side or 
bi the back. 
The seam along the bottom 
-must be sewed very exactly, so th at when 
turned and pressed it may present 
straight lino all around. 
This skirt, like 
the three piece, should be exactly the same 
length all around if for walking. 
If for 
borne, it may be graduated to tho desired, 
length. 
When all seams are sewed and the rest 
s i the skirt finished, those dreadful plaits 
me to be laid in. This m ust be done on a 
frame exactly adjusted to the size of the 
nearer. 
The front breadths are fitted to 
lie figure by gathers, which are sewed on 
lie belt, allowing th at portion to fit like a 
sheath over the hips, clear to w ithin two 
baches of the center of the back. Then a1 
that superfluous fullness is to be gathered, 
bito no more than five plaits. Some of tho 
dressmakers arrange these plaits at the 
Sop in w hat they call burnoose style, which 
as really the easiest way of disposing of 
kbem. 
Tho method is shown in the dia­ 
gram. As the folds take shape toward the 
bottom the tops should be cautiously and 
earefully fastened to tapes to preserve the 
round effect of the folds. This can be done 
arith pins, but they m ust be stoutly sewed 
biter. 
These tapes should be placed at three 
■intervals, the first'three inches below the 
belt, the second three inches lower and the 
third three inches farther down. 
This is 
generally sufficient to hold the plaits in 
glace all the way down. 
On the sides the 
iskirt falls into heavy, rich folds of itself. 
J la t plaits turned under in fan shape can 
jflso be formed, but the plaits do not look 
ma well, as but two can dc laid, and that is 
so t enough to take up all the fullnesain the 
to e gored skirts.

At 8 
his hair and 
beard were gray; at IO he tottered in 
his walk, his teeth fell out, and hia 
hands became palsied; at 12 he died 
w ith every outward sign of extrem a 
old age.
